Men students have been contem- 
plating not returning to school next 
quarter because they feel that they 
may be called Into service and will 
lose the fees which they have paid 
to the University." Mr. Peterson 
explained. 

The Board of Trustees, on Sep- 
tember 16. 1941. adopted the follow- 
ing regulation relating to refunds 
of fees of students enrolled in the 
University and later drafted in the 
armed forces of the United States 
of America: 

"For residents of Kentucky who 
are drafted or called as Reserve Of- 
ficers or as members of the Nationa', 
Guard, an amount of S3 for each 
week the student remains In school 
will be retained from the quartet 
fee paid, and an amount of 85 for 
non-residents for each week the 
student remains in school will be 
retained from the quarter fee paid " 

The general regulation apply inu 
on refunds will apply to all with- 
drawals due to other reason*, the 
comptroller added This rule, as 
stated ill the University catalog 
reads : 

"The registration fee and any 
late registration fee assessed are 
never refunded, and no other fees 
are refunded, after the sixth week 
of a quarter Students leaving dur- 
ing the first six weeks of a quarter 
will receive a refund, the amount ol 
which will depend upon the date of 
withdiawal 

"A refund will not be granted un- 
less the student makes the with- 
drawal official. All refunds must be 
claimed within the fiscal year of 
the withdrawal."

Under the direction of Prof D. V. 
Terrell, assistant dean of the en- 
gineering college and the labora- 
tory supervision of Sterling Bugg.

One or the principal jobs of the 
students, who work in shifts of two. 
tnree. and four, is freezing and 
thawing concrete This is done bv 
placing blocks or it in air-tight cab- 
inets and then lowering the tem- 
perature to as much as 0 Fahren- 
heit. For thawing, the concrete is 
tested by raising the temperature 
Five thousand pounds or concrete 
is tested in this way twice daily. 

The Sonic method, a modern 
non-destructible way or testing the 
strength or concrete, is also an im- 
portant part or the work done in 
the laboratory Already, this method 
has been used by the students in 
testing much concrete to be used 
within as well as outside of the 
state
